4. Laftly, He proves at length more then a Conqueror,through Chrtft 
that loveth bim-,and whofe work it is, to (end forth judgement unto victory, 
ejtiat. 12. ao. Gr. thru ft it forth with violence, the Devil and the IvAhy. 
world in vain oppufing the work of true grace ( called judgement in that 
Text) which fhalL finely be perfedfed : Becaufe ye have overcome that 
wicked one, faith Saint lehn, 1 Fpift.

Every imagination, the whole frame of their thoughts is evil, one¬ 
ly evil, and continually evil. If good thoughts look into a wicked heart, they 
flay not there,asthofcthatlikenot theirlodging: The flafhes ot lightnings 
may bee difeerned into the darkeftprifons. The light that fhincs into an holy 
hc^rt, is conftant, like that of the Sun, which keeps due times, and varies not 
the courfe for any of thefe fublunary occafions.

Their own ftudy and exercifc alfo hath made them expert and 
skilful in their hellilh trade; and the taftc of blood hath made them as hungry 
as hounds after it- Thus I kept the ban-dogs at ftaves end (faid Nicholas Shet- 
terden , Martyr) not as thinking to cfcape them, bnt that I would fee the 
Aft. ft Mon. Foxes leap above ground for my Flood, i f they can reach it (fo it bee the will 
of God) yet wee (hall fee them gape and leap for it. 

But the mouth of the upright fijaH deliver them] Shall defend harmlcfs men 
that arehelplefs, Prov, 24.11. Hence thofe many Apologies of Ttrtullian , 
Apollonius , Amobius, and others for the Primitive Chriftians under perfecu- 
tion.

This did not Aptdonius, whom yet l^duiboomms 
loft rat us commendeth, that he was non doBus, fed status fapiens , not inftru&cd, £AAot J\«fu 0 - 
buc born wife.(See the contrary, Job it. n) Nor Archimides,\vho yet had chc V(lJ T , 
name and note ( faith Plutarch ) of a Divine, and not Human wifdome. Nor 
Ariftotle , whom yet admires as the very Rule and Copy that Nature 

invented, wherein to fetforththe utmoft of Human perfc&ion: And further 
faith, that his do&rin was the chicfeft truth, and his underftanding the utmoft 
accent of human wifdome. Thefe were wife, I confeffe,in theit generations, 
and fo accounted: But by whom ? Not by Saint Paul • he bad another opini- 
onofthem. See Rom. 1.11,13. 1 Cor. 2. 4 . Not by out Saviour, Matth. 11. 

25. Not by any that are rightly inftruQed to the Kingdom of Heaven, and 
have their fenfes cxcrcifcd co difeern good and evil. The Italians arrogate to 
themfelves the monopoly of Wifdome, in that Proverb of theirs, Italus faptt 

ante folium, Hifpanus ih fa&o, (jermanutpoft folium.’Italians, fay they, both 
feem and ate wile: whereas Spaniards feem wife, and are fools; French-men 
feem tools,and arc wife ; Ponugals neither arc wife, norfo much as feem fo. 

Thus the Jefuitcs (thofegreat Clerks, Politicians, and Wifards of the world) 
doc vaunt that the Church is the foul of die World, the Clergie of the Church, 
and they of the Clergie- But what faith that great'Apoftlc that knew more 
than twenty of them ? He that glorieth, let him glory in the Lord : for not hcc 
that commendeth himfelt is approved, (no nor hce whom the world cries up 
for a wife man ) but he whom the Lord commendeth, i Cor. 1 o. 18.

9 . (fee the Note there) as AugnftusCa- 
f*r , and our Henry the feventh had; who as hcc went into banifhmcnt together 
with the publick peace, fohcc brought it back with him at his return; and 
was afterwards wont co fay. If wee Princes fhou Id take every occafion that 
is offered, the world (hou Id never bec quiets but wearied with continual 
wars.

That Evil one {hall not touch him, I John 5.18. viz., ta¬ 
fia qualitative, as Cafetan expounds it, with a deadly touch; nibble hce may 
at their heels, but cannot reach their heads; (hake hee may his chain at them : 
but (hall not fet his fangs in them; or To far thruft his fling into them, astoin- 
fufc into them the venomc of that fin unto death, verf. 17. Next for evil of 
pain; Though many be the troubles of the righteous, Pfal. 34. and they fall 
into manifold temptations, Jam. 1. 2. they go not in ftep byftcp into thefe 
waters of Mar ah, bur fall into them, being as it were precipitated, plunged o- 
ver head and cars; vet are bidden to bee exceeding glad, as a Merchant is to 
fee his fhip come laden in. Their afflictions arc not penal, but probational, not 
mtrtal, bur medecinal, e-c, By this fhall the iniquity of Jacob bee purged, and 
this is all the fruit, the taking away of his fin, I fa. 27. 9- Look how the fcourg- 
ing and beating of a garment with a flick, drives out the moths and the duft, 
fodoth afflictionscorruptions from the heart; and there is no hurt in that, no 
evil happens thereby to the juft. 

But the wicked jhaB bee filled with mifehief] To treafure up fin, is to treafure 
up wrath, Rom. 2. Every bottle fhall bee filled wich wine, Jer. 13. 12. the 
bottle of wickednefs, when once filled with thofe bitter waters, will fink to 
the botcomc: The Ephah of wickednefs, when top full, fhall be bern into the 
land of shinar, and fet there upon her own bafe, Zach.% . 8 , x 1 , Hec that makes 
* a match with mifehief, fhall have his belly full of it, Hof. 4. 17. Prev. 14. i 4 . 

hec lhall have an evil, an evil, an oneljevtl , 7 . 5 . that is, judgement with¬ 

out mercy, as Sc. James expounds it, Chap. a. 13 Mon furgit hie affiflio, as the 
Prophet Nahum hath it. Chap, 1. 9 . affliftion fhall not rife up the fecond time : 
God will have but one blow at him, hce fhall totally and finally bee cut down 
at once. The righteous are fmitten in the branches, but the wicked at the root, 
lf*.rl*. thofe, hcc correds with a rod (yea, with the rpds of men) homi~ 
num dtbilium , of weak or old men, as the word fignifies, 2 Sam. 7.11. but, 
thefe, with a grounded ftaft, Ifa. 30. 3a. and yet the worft isbehindetoo. For 
whatfoever a wicked manfuffers in this world, is but hell typical, it is but as 
the Ming of leaves,-the whole tree will one day fall upon them. It is but as a 
drop of wrath fore-.running the great ftorm, a crack fore-running the ruinc 
of the whole building: It is but as a paying the ufc-mony required for the 
debt that muft bee paid at laft.

Ic is for an Abraham 
oncly to laugh for joy of the oromife , and for a David to rejoyce at che word 
as one that findeth great fpoyl; wherein the plcafure is ufually as much as the 
profit. Chrifts Chariot wherein hcc carries his people up and down in the 
world, and brings them at length to himfelf, is paved with love, Cant.^.9, to. 
hee brings them alfo inco his Wine-cellar, where hee cheers up their hearts, and 
clears up their countenances; and this is premium ante premium , Heaven 
aforc-hand: Thefe are feme few Clutters of the Grapes of the Celcftial 
Canaan.

A wife fervant (ball have rule over a Son, &c.~\ God hath a very gra¬ 
cious refpeft unto faithful fervan ts, and hath promifed them the reward of in¬ 
heritance, Col. 4.34. which properly belongs to Sons. This falls out fomc- 
rimes here, as to Jofeph, Jofhuah, thofc Cubjeits that married Salomons Daugh¬ 
ters, 1 King. 4. io, 14. but infallibly hereafter, when they fhall come fromEaft 
and Weft to fit down with Abraham, Ijaac and Jacob, in the Kingdomc of 
HeaVent and to enter into their Mafters joj, but the children if the Kingdoms 
fhaUbee caft out. Mat. 2. 11, 12. 

Verf. 3. The fining-pot is for ftver,&cR\ God alfo hath his fire in Zion, and 
his furnace in Jerufaltm, If*. 3 1 . 9. his conflatories, and his crucibles , wherein 
hce will refine his, as filver is refined, and try them as gold is tried, Zech, 13. 

9. Not as if hee knew them not, till hec had tried them; for hce made them, 
and therefore cannotbut know them: As Artificers know the fevcral parts 
andpropcrtics of their works. Sedtentat utfeiat, tdeft, ut [cirenosfaciat, faith 
Auguftin. Hee therefore tries us, that hee may make us know what is in us, 
what droffe, what pure metal; and that all may fee that wee are fuch, as (for 
a need) canglorific him in the very fires, I fa. *4.15. that the trial of our faith 
being much more precious than of gold that perifheth, though tried in the fire, 
may Dec found to praife, and honour, and glory, 1 Pet. 1. 7. 

Verf. 4. A wicked doer giveth heed tofalfe lips] It is an ill fign of a vicious 
nature, to bee apt to belecvc fcandalous reports of godly men. If men loved 
not lyes, they would not liften to them. Some are of opinion, that Solomon 
having faid, God tryeth the hearts, doth in this and the two next following 
verfes inftancc fomc particular fins fo accounted by God, which yet pafle, 
amongft men for no fins, or peccadilloes at the utmoft, feeing no man feems to 
receive Wrong by them: fuch as thelc are; to liften to lying lips, to mock the 
poor, torcjoyce at another mans calamity, and the like. Loc they that do 
thus, though to thcmfelves and others they may feem to have done nothing a- 
mlfle, yet God that tries the hearts, will call them to account for thefe ma¬ 
licious mifearriages. 

Verf. 5. Hee that mockfth the poor, &e.~] Sec the Note on Chap. 14. 3 T. 

And hee that is glad at calamities, [ball net bee unpunifked] Hee is fick of the 
Devils difeaft, t7nx*i§En«Ki'a, which Job was not tainted with, Chap. 31. as the 
Edomites, Ammonites, Pbihjtims, and other of Sions enemies, Lam. 1. were. 
How bitccrlv did the Jews infult over our Saviour, when they had nailed him 
to the Crofle ? And in like fort; they ferved many of the Martyrs, worrying 
them when they were down, as Dogs do other Creatures: and (hooting (harp 
arrows at them, when they had fet them up for marks of their malice ana 
mifehief. Herein they deal like barbaroufly with the Saints, as the Turks did 
with one John dt Cbabes a Frenchman, at the taking of Tripoli* in Barb ary. 
They cut off his hands and nofe, and then when they had put him quick Into 
the ground to the wafte, they for their plcafure (hot at him with their arrows, 
and afterwards cut his throat. Mr. John Tfenly Martyr, being fet in the fire with 
thchurmng flame about him, fang a Pfalm; Then cruel Doctor Story com¬ 
manded one of the tormentours to hurl a faggot at him , whereupon, being 
i hurttherewith upon the face, that hee bled again, hee left his fingiug, and 
clapt both his hands upon his face. Tally, faidDd&or Storj to him that hurled

the fagot, Thou haft marred a good oldfong. This Story being after the coming 

in of Queen Elizabeth, queftioned in Parliament for many foul crimes, and 

particularly for perfecting and burning the Marcyrs, hec denied not but that 

hec Was once at the burning ot an Herewigg* (for fo hee termed it) at Uxbridge-, Ibid. 191*. 

where hec caff a laggot at his face as hec was linging of Pfalms, and fet a winne- 

bufh of thorns under his feet a little to prick him. Sec. This wretch was after- 

wards lunged, drawn and quartered, and fo this Proverb was fulfilled of him, * 57 ' 

jjee that u glad at calamines, /hall not bee unfunded. 

Verf. 6. Childrens children are the Crown of old men ] That is, if they bee not 
children that caufc (hame, as verf. 3. and that difgrace their Anceftors, ftain 
their blood. If they obey their Parents counfel, and follow their good example, 
for otherwife, they prove not Crowns, but corrofives to their aged Sires, as did 
Efast, tAbfelow, Andronicst* , and others. 

And the glory of children are their Parents'] If thofc children fo well dcfccnded 
do not degenerate's Jonathan the fon of Ger(hom, the Con of Manaffeh (or rather 
of Mojes, as the Hebrews read it with a Nunfuif enfum) Jndg. 18.31. and as 
Elies, Samuels , and fome of Davids fens did. Heroum filii next : Manaff;h had 
a good Father, but hce degenerated into his Grandfather Aha*,, as if there 
had been no intervention of a He^ekjah. So wee have fecn the kernel of a well- 
fruited-plant degenerate into that crab or willow that gave the original to his 
flock. But what an honour was it to Jacob, that hce could fwcar by the fear of 
his Bather Ifaac ? To David, that hee could ( in a real and heavenly comple¬ 
ment) fay to his Maker? Truly Lord, I am thy fervant, J$am thy fervant, the 
fon of thy handmaid, Pfal. 1 16. 16. To Timothy, that the fame Faith that Was 
in him, had dwelc firft in his Mother Lois, and his Grandmother Eunice} 

3 Tim. 1.1 s. To the children of the Elect Lady > &c. To Mark., that hec was 
Barnabas his filters Ion ? To Alexander and Rufus ( men mentioned oncly , Sufcl>. 
Marks 1 5 • 11 •) ^ ut fam° u fly known in the Church to bee the fons of Simon of oKov ive<Au- 
Cyrtnel To the fons of Conflaintinc the Great, to come of fuch a Father, cnxvfo to kov 
whom they did wholly put on, faith Eufebim, and exa&ly refcmblc ? To gxvTit. 
bee defeended of thofe glorious Martyrs and Confcflbrs that fuffered here in 
Queen Maries daies? 

Verf. 7. ExceSsntifeech bccomethnet afeof]' A 'Kfbal, a faplels Worthlefs 
fellow, in whom all worth is withered and decayed, qui null as babet dicendi 
vires, as Cicero hath it, that can fay no good, except it bee by rote, or at lead 
by book: what (hould bee do difeourfing of high points ? God likes not fair 
words from a foul mouth. Chriftfilenced the Devil, when hce confefled him oii 
to bee the Son of the molt high God. The leapers lips (hould bee covered, ac- 
cording to the Law. The Lacedemonians, when a bad man had uttered a good pMofophs fn* 
fpccchin their Council-boufe, liking the fpcech, but yot the fpeaker, com- 
minded one of better carriage to give the fame counfel, and then they made 
u(eof it. The people of Rom* fware dicy would not bclcevc Curbs, though hee Hv. 
fware. _ 

Much lejfe do lying lips a Prince ] Or any ingenuous man, as fome render it. A 
Priuccs bare word (hould bee better fccurity than another mans oath, faid Al~ 
phenfus King of Arragon: When Amurath the Great Turk was exhorted by his 
cruel Son Mahomet to break his Faith with the inhabitants of Sfetigrade in Epi¬ 
rus, hce would not hearken, faying. That hce which was deprous to bee great Turk Hift. 
among jt men , mufi either be indeed faithful of hit word and promife , or at leajhrife fol. 31». 
feem fo to bee : thereby to gain the minds of the people, who naturally abhorre 
the government of a faithlcfs and cruel Prince. What a foul blur was that to 
Chriftiau Religion, that Ladlflaus King of Hungary (hould, by the perfwafton 
of the Popes Legate, break his oathgivento this Amurath at the great battel 
of Kama, and thereby open the nioutn of that dead Dog, to rail upon Jefus 
Chrift? And how will the Papifts ever bee able to wipe off from their Religi¬ 
on that ftain that lies upon it, ever fince the Emperotir Sigifmund , 
bytheconfentand advice of the Council of C^fiance, brake his promife of 
fafe conduct to John Hu* and Hierome of Prague , and burnt them ? But they 

- have 
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have a rule to walk by now, Fide 1 earn harcticis non eft fervanda, Promifcs 
made co Hereticks arc not bee oblerved. And ic is for Merchants, fay they, 
and notfor Princes,to Hand to their oaths, any further than may (land with the 
publike good. This Divinity they may feem to have drawn out of Plat*-, who, 
in his third Dialogue of the Common-wealth, faith, that if it bee lawful for 
any one to lye, ic may bee lawful doubtlefs for Princes and Governours , that 
I aim therein at the W eal -publike. Buc God by the mouth of his Servant and 
' Secretary Solomon here, affures us it is otherwife. 

Verf.8. A gift k as a precious flonc,(frc.] Web. As afloat of grace. Like that 
precious done. ? ant arbe, fpoken of in Philofirattss, chat hath a marvellous con¬ 
ciliating property; or the wonder-working Loadftone, that among other 
ftrangccffe&s reckoned up by Afarbodem and Piftorins , doth pojfcfferesfuos di- 
fert»s& Principibus gratos reddere , makethofc that have it,well-{poken men, 
and well accepted of Princes. 

tVhttherfoever it turncth, itprofpereth] Mod men are AtoqoQotyoi , and love 
with fhatne, Give jet. Yet lome Perfian- like fpirits there arc ( as hath been 
made good before by the examples of Luther, Galeabrim , and fome others) 
that regard noc filver, and as for gold (in fuch a way) they have no delight in 
it, tfa.ii.17. But thefe are black Swans indeed. The mod fing, Quis nift 
mentis inops tb latum refpuat aurxm f Who but a fool would refufe offered 
gold ? 

V crf.9. Hee that covertth a tranfgrtffton, feeketh lovej In friendlhip faults 
will fall out: ThefiMnuft bee many of them diffembled, and not chewed, buc 
fwallowed down whole, as Phyfick-pllls; for elfe they will flick in a mans 
teeth, and prove very unplcafant. See the Note on Prov.i o. 1 a. 

But het that repeattth a matter, ftparateth very friends]' Hee that is fo foft 
and fcnfible of fmalleft offences, fo tender and ticklifli tbachec can put up no¬ 
thing without revenge,or reparation: Hee that rips up and rakes into his friends 
frailties, and makes them more in the relating, having never done with them, 
hee fhallfoon make his beft friends weary of him, nay, co become enemies to 
him. 

Verl.iO. A reproof entntb more into a wife man,&c.] A word to the wife is 
fufficicnt: A look from Chrifl brake Peters heart, and diffolvcd ic into tears. 
AugujlHs being in a great rage, ready to pafs fentcnceof death upon many, 
was taken offby thefe words of his friend Mecanas, written in a Note, andcaft 
into his lap. Tandem ahyuando forge carnifex. When Luther was once in a 
great heat, Melanttbon cooled him and qualified him by repeating that verfe, 
Vine* aaimos , iramqnt tuam, 'qni catera vincis. Mailer you palfions, you that fo 
cafily mailer all things elfe. 

Than an hundred fir ip es into a foof] Hie cnimpkUittsr, fed nonfitElitnr ■ cor - 
ripitur , fed mn eorrigituY. Beaten hee is, but nor bent to goodnefs; amerced, 
but not amended. The Cyprefs, the more it is wacred> the more it is withered, 
Abate was the worfe for his affli&ions, fo was the railing Thccf. Jeroboams 
withered handiworks nothing upon his heart. Hee had herein as great a mi¬ 
racle wrought before him (faith a reverend man) as St.T dul had at his Con- 
verlion, yet was hee not wrought upon, becaufc the Spirit did not fet ic 
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on. 

Verl. 11. Ah evil manfeeketh onclj rebellion] vie. Howto gain-ftand and 
mifehievethofethat by words orftripes, feekeo reclaim him : Some read it 
thus, The re tedious feeketh mifehief only, hee is fet upon fin, hee Chall bee fure of 
punifhment. No warnings will ferve obdurate hearts; wicked men are even 
ambitious of dcflru&ion : Judgements need notgotofindethem out, they 
run to meet their bane, they feek it, and as it were fend for it. But this they 
need not do , for a cruel mepnger (ball bee feat again(l him. God hath forces e- 
nough at hand to fetch in hts Rebels , vie. good and evil Angels, Stars,Mete - 
ors, Elements, other crcatures.jeafonable, unrcafonable, infenfibic. The ftoncs 
in the wall of Aphek^^xzW fooncr turn Executioners than a rebellious tAra- 
mite (hall fcape unreyenged ; Noc to fpcak of Hell-torments prepared 
• . . for 
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for the Devil and his Angels, and by them to bee inflifted on Rebels and Re¬ 
probates. 

Vcrf.l2. Let a Bear robbed of her tvbelps meet a man] A Bear is a fierce and 
fell creature, the Shec-bear especially, as Arifiatle netech, buc mod of all when 
robbed of her.Whelps, which fhee licketh into form, and loveth withouc 
meafure. To meet her in this rage is to meet death in the face, and yet that 
danger may bee fooner fhifted and (huuned, than a furious tool fee upon mif- 
chiel: Such were the primitive Perfccutors, not fparingthofeChriftians whom 
Bears and Lions would not meddle with. Such an one was our bloody Bonner, 
who in five years fpace took and roafted three hundred Martyrs, mod of them a * Mo "‘ 
within his own Walk and Dioccfs. Such another was that mercilefs Miner ins, 
one of the Popes Captains, who deftroyed two and twenty Towns of the in- jyiL 
noccnt Merlnde lions in France , together with the inhabitants; and being in- 
treated for fome few of them that cfcaped in their (hires to cover their naked- 
nefs > hee fternly anfwcred,thathcc knew what hcehadtodo, and that not 
one of them fhould efcape his hands , but hee would fend them to hell to dwell 
among Devils. 

Verf. 13. who [orewurdetb evil for good, crc.] Ingratitude is a monfter in N 
nature, and doth therefore carry fo much more deteffation, as it is more odious inbmahm&e. 
even to thcmfelvcs that have blotted out the image of God. Some vices afe qnaa emmitte- 
fuch as nature fmiles upon > though frowned at by divine Juflice; not fothis. ", utbtnefuo 
Licurgtu would make no law againft ic, becaufe hec thought none could bee fo ’T 
abfurd as to fall into it- Amongft the Athenians there was an aft ion iitoq-eurtrs of tdOutmvi- 
a Mafler againft a fcrvanc ungrateful for his manumiifion , not doing his duty dears cic. 
to his late Mafler r Such were again to bee made bond-flaves. Who can chufe * 
but abhor that abominab le a& of Michael Balb>u t who that night that his Prince y ' iU * e * l ' b 11 
(Lei Armenins) had pardoned and releafcd him, got 011c and flew him? And zaires in 
that of Maltafes King of Tunes , who cruelly tortured to death the Manifet Annti. 
and Mefntr v by whofe means efpecially hee had afpired to the Kingdome • Iu rk.bi(U4i, 
grieving to fee them live, to whom hee was fo much beholding : And that of 
Dr. Watfon Bifhop of Lincoln in Qyeen Maries dayes, who being with Bonner 
at the Examination of Mr. Rough Martyr ( a man that had been a means to A G & Mon. 
fave Wat fans life in the dayes of King Eduard thefixth) to requite him that fo1,1 * 43, 
good turn,detc&ed him there to bee a pernicious hcretick, who did more hurt 
in the North parts than a hundred more of his opinion. Whereunto may bee 
added that of William Parry , who having been for Burglary condemned to

Cover therefore the fire of contention, 
as william the Conquerour commanded the Cover fen- bell. 

Therefore leave of contention before it bee medled with ] Antequam c„mm'fcea- 
tur. Stop or ftep back,before it come to further trouble. Satius eft recnvrtre 
quam male ettrrere, better retire than run on, inthofe ignoble quarrels efpc- 
cially, »bi & vinccrc ingtoriumeft & atteri fordidnm, wherein, whether hec 
win or lofc, hec is fure to lofe in his crcdic and comfort. Wee read of Francis 
the firft King of France, that confuting with his Captains how to lead his Army 
over the Alps into Italy, whether this way or that way ? jmarilhis fool fprang 
out of a corner, where hec fate unfecn, and bad them rather take care whicn 
way they fhould bring their Army out of Italy agaih. It is cafic for one to in- 
tcreft himfclf in quarrels, but hard to'bee dil-ingagcd from them, when 
heeisoncein. Therefore Principles oh ft a, withftandthe beginnings of thefe e- 
vils, andftudy to bee quiet, 1 Thef. 4.11. Milk qucnchcrh wild-fire. Oyl (faith 
Luther) qucnchcch lime; fo doth meckncfle ftrife. 

Verf. I 5. Hec that juftifieth the wicked, and hec that condcmncth the juft, 

&c.] To wrong a righteous man in word onely is a grievous fins how much 
more to murther him under pretence of Juftice ? as they did innocent Naboth • 
as the bloody Papifts do Chrifts faithful witneffes, and as the Jews did Chrift 
himfclf, cryingout, Wee have a Law, and by our Law bee ought to dye, &c. This 
is to play the Thcef or Man-flayer cam privilegio, this is to frame wifehiefby a 
Law, Pfal. 94.10. The like may bee faid of that other bra nch of in juftice, the 
juftifying of the wicked. Borns meet , <jni malls pared. Hee wrongs the good, 
that {pares the bad : better turn fo many wild-Boars, Bears, Wolves, Leo¬ 
pards loofe among them, than thefe monftrous men of condition, that will 
cither corrupt them, or otherwife mifehieve them. For thou knoweft this peo¬ 
ple is fet upon mifehief, Exod. 3a. 12. They cannot fleep, unlcfTe they have 
hurt fome one. Neither pertains this Proverb to Magiftrates onely, but to 
privateperfonstoo; who muft take heed how they precipitate a ccnfurc: 
Herein David was to blame in pronouncing the wicked happy, and condemn¬ 
ing the Generation of Gods children, 'Pfal. 73. for the which over-fight hec 
afterwards (hames and fhents himfclf, yea befools and bebeaft, himfclf, as well 
hce deferved, wr/. 21. 

Verf. 16, Wherefore is there a price in the hand of a fool} dref] Wealth with¬ 
out wit, is ill beftowed. Think the fame of good natural parts, cither of bo¬ 
dy or mind: fo, for authority, opportunity, and other advantages. Whereto 
(erve they if not rightly improved and cm ployed? Certainly they will prove 
no better than Uriahs letters to thofe that have them; or as that /word which He- 
&or gave Ay ax-, which fo long as hee ufcdagainft his enemies, ferved for help 
and defence; but after hee began to abufe it to the hurt ofhurtleffe beads it 
turned into his own bowels. This will bee a bodkin at thy heart one day, I 
might have been faved, but I wofully let ft ip thofe opportunities that God had 
thruft into my hands, and wilfully cut the throat ofjnine own poor f oul, by an 
impenitent continuance in finful courfes, againftfo many diffwafives.

they are for war. Thefe unquiet fpirits arc of the Devil doubtleffe, that turbu¬ 
lent creature, that troublcr of Gods Ifrael. Hee knows, that where envying 
and ftrife is, there is confufion and every evil work, fames 3. 16. and that hee 
loveth tranfgreffion, that loveth ftrife; heetaiketh pleafure in firr, which is the 
caufe of his unquietnefle. Good therefore and worthy of all acceptation, is 
thecounfelof thePfalmift; Ceafefrom anger, andferfaky wrath • fret net thy ftff 
in any wife to do evil, Pfal. 37.8. Heethat frets much, will foon bee drawn to • 
do evil.

The pra&ice 
htredf wec may obferve in the Pharifces (chafe old Separatifts) who flandcred 
aH that our Saviour didjand in their pertinacious malice,never left till they had

among themfclvcs *» minutula fruftnla , into fmall packing Congregations , as 
' Juftin faith, whbfe arguments not being able to confute , they reproached him 
for tts former life, when hee was a Maniebte, In like fort dcalcthc Anabapufts 
mthtuther, vvhom thty held more peftiferous than the Pope. Masictr wrote 
abookagainfthim^(dedicatingit tptlieiUulfrious Prince Chrift) and rails at 
2 u8 him, as one that wanted thc°Spirit of Revelation, and favoured onely the 

3 * things of the flefh. Our Sepacftifts (the better fort of them) have faid, that

’. their poor Sub]efts, Zeph. 3. 3. Her Princes within her arc roaring Lions, 

her Judges evening Wolves, they gnaw not the bones till the morrow. 

Such were thole Cannibals in Davids day cs, thac cat up Gods people as they 
cat bread, Pfal. 14.4. inch chofe mifercants in Mieah, who did cat the flefli of 
Gods pcoplc,and flayd their skin, that brake their bones, and chopc them in 
pecccs as for the pot, chap. 3, 3. Much like thofe American Cannibals, who 
when theytakc a Prifohcr, feed upon him alive, and by degrees; cutting off 
from his body now a meal and then a meal, which they roaft before his eyes 
fearing up the wounded place with a fire-brand, to ftaunch the bloud, to the’ 
unutterable aggravation of his horrour and torment. Such a Lion Rampant 
was Nero,2 Tim. 4.17. I was delivered, faith St. Paul, ouc of the mouth of 
the Lion. Tenullian calls him, the Dedicator of the condemnation of thcChrifii- 
*ns -, whom he ufed as bad almoft as the Spaniards at this day doc the poor In¬ 
dians, under pretence of converting them to the faith. Their own Writers tell 
i«, that within the (pace of forty years twenty feven millions of people were 
deitroyed, and that with luch cruelties as never were heard of before. Let 
every good man blcffc himfclf out of the pawes and jaws of thefc bloudy Ca- 
tholicks, more lavage and fierce than the wild bcafts, as they loon Ihew wheri 
armed with power, as wcrceafie to inftancc. Sec the Babylonian cruelty Gra¬ 
phically ddenbed, Jerem. 51.34. a nd fee whether irbe not matched and over¬ 
matched by myftical Babylon. The ranging Lion, and ravening Bear is no- 
to that Man of Sin, that hath dyed all Chrillcndomc with the bloud of 
Gods Saints, and dunged it with thctrcarcafes. This Oftrich can di«cft any 
metal,clpeciallymoney: witneffc his incredibleexaftions, here in England, 
anciently called the Popes Afe. This Cannibal \ s a Pickrel in a Pond, or-'hark

God equally hatetli 
the timorous, and chq treacherous. Fearful men are the firft in that black bed- 
role, Rev*ii. 8. .

This fhould make us more 
moderate in our defires andindeavours after earthly rhings: fith we do but la¬ 
bour in the very fire, and weary ««r ftlvet for very vsnity, Hab.%. 13. They

Mortality is 
the ftage of mutability: Meer man is but the dream of a dream, but the gene¬ 
ration ofa fancy,but an empty vanity>but the curious picture of nothing,a poor 
feeble, unable dying flalh. How then can he here work out unto himfelf an 
happinefs worth having? Why fhould he lay up and load himfelf With thick 
clay, as if his life were rivetted upon eternity ? 

But the Earth endurethfor everj As a ftage, whereon the feveral Genera¬ 
tions aft their parts, and go off .* as the center of the world, and feat of living 
crcatures,it (lands firm and unmoveable. 

That was an od conceit of Platoes, thatthe earth was a kind of living crea¬ 
ture, having ftones for bones, rivers for veins, trees forhairs,&c. Andthat 
was worie of Arifiotle, teaching the worlds eternity: which fome fmatterers in 
Philofophy fondly drive to maintain out of this text; not rightly undeman¬ 
ding the force of the Hebrew phrafe. For ever, which oft-times and here lig- 
nifies a periodical perpetuity, a long indefinite time, not an infinite :Sec 2 Pet. 
1.3,10. The whole Engine fhall be changed. By ever then is meant, till the end 
of a 0 things, 

Verf. 5. The Sun alfe strife th~] That fwcet and fwift creature, (the Ter fasts 
deified it:) So fweet,that Eudoxus Profeflcd himfelf willing to bee burnt up 
„ by the Sun prefently, fo hee might bee admitted to come fo near it, as to learn 
,J> the nature of it. So fwift, that the Per fans dedicated an hotfe to their (Sod the 
’ Sun, as the fwifteft on earth to the fwilteft in heaven. He courfcth about the 
world with incredible fpeed, and re]ojcetb at a Gy ant to run a race. Hee excee¬ 
ded the Eagles flight, more than it goes beyond the flow motion of a fnail. 
Whether it run nearer the earth now 4/997 6 9 trmd " than it did in 
Ptolomies days (as fome Mathematicians affirm,) I know not. But that, being 
of a fiery nature, it fhould, contrary to the nature of fire, (which is to fly up - 
ward ) fend down its beams ,its heat, light, and influence, this I admire with 
Chrjfofome , aSa gracious work of God, in makingdiisgreat Servant of the 
world,(as his name in Hebrew ftgnifies) fo fweetly ferviceable.

- J. that there is no fuch happineffe as co U»gh And be fat , to fing Care aw*y> 
andtolyecaroufing and melting in finful pleafures ; yea though they perilh 
therein, as the Duke of Clarence did in his Butt of Malmefey. But a little 
time will confute thefe fools, faith Solomon , and let them fee, that it is better 
to be preferved in brine, than to rot in Hony.Flyes and Wafpes ufe to come to 
honey and fuger, and fuch fwcet things; fo doth Beelzebub (the god of flyes ) to 
the hearts ofEpicurcs and voluptuaries. Behemoth baunteth the fennes. Job 
40. a 1. Here therefore this W ife-man was utterly out, and made an ill tran- 
fition from che fcatch of wifdome, to the purfute of pleafures; from the fchool 
of Stcrates, to the herd of Epicurus. For though thefe hoggs may grunt out 
their [ Let us eat anddrink,for tomerrow we (had dye ; ] yet it death but draw 
the curtain, and look in upon them, all the mirth is mari’d, and they put into 
as great an agony as BelfhazAur was at the fight of the hand-writing that was 
againft him*

Yet is not mirth amiffe, foit be moderate ; nor laughter unlawful ( as fome 
Anabaptifts in Calvins time held ) fo that it bee well limited. Carnal mirth, 
andabufeof lawful things doth mightily weaken, intenerate and emafculate 
the fpirit; yea, ic draws out the very vigour and vivacity of it, and is there¬ 
fore to be avoyded.

Thefe 
are thofe that dance to the Timbrel and Harp, but fuddenly turn into Hell,

Charts the Ninth of Frame , is reported to have been the death of thir¬ 
ty thoufand of his Proteftant Subjc&s in one years fpacc, Anno 1572. See 
Dam 19. 

And who may fay unto him, What doji thou ] viz.. Without danger. What 
fafety can there bee in taking aBear by the tooth, or a Lion by the beard ? I 
dare not dispute ffaid the Philofopher to the Emperour Adrian ) with him 
that hath thirty Legions at his command, Neque in eum feribere, qui potefi 
tm^Pmiflm f ro f cr ‘^ ere -> nor write againft him that canaseafily undomce, as bid it to be 
wlarguit ,™ done. How be it Elias, Micaiah, 'jehn Baptifi, and other holy Prophets and 
Tolitruiim Minifters have dealt plainly with great Princes, and God hath fccurcd them. 
mfcripfn, Jac. John Bifhop of Salisbury reproved the Pope to his face: and yet the Canonifts 
Kcv. MS. (ay, that although the Pope fhoulddraw millions of fouls to Hell with him, 
none may dare to fay unto him, What doji thou ? But Philip the Fair made" 
bold with hisHolinefs, when hec began his letter to himwhb Sciat Fanntas 
Tua,&e. So did the Barons of England in King Johns daics, when declaring 
Mirddi sibtl- againft the Pope and his Con clave (by whom they were excommunicated) 
p d r„ they cried out thus in their Rcmonftraucc, Ft on ftub rafcal rib alt, &c. Adet- 

Kpit. hip. Gal- Bifhop o[ Skerbom, Anno 705. reproved Pope Sergius fharpiy to his 

lie. p. jo. face, for his Adultery. So did Bifhop Lambert reprehend King Pepin for 
Gtdro. Catal. the fame fault. Anno 798. And_ Archbifhop Odo, King Edwin- bunting his 
Concubines in the fore-head with an hot Iron, and hanifhing them into Ire¬ 
land, Father Latimer dealt no lefs faithfully witli King Henry the Eighth in 
his Sermons at Court. And being asked by the King how hce durft bee (9 
bold to preach after that manner? heeanfwcrcd, that duty co God, and to 
his Prince had enforced him to it: and now that hec had difeharged Ms con- 
fciencc, his life was in his Majeftics hands, Scc.Truth mulf bee fpoken however 
it betaken.

1 3.19. among 
whom (words and (pears weregeaftn, fhares and coulters they allowed them 
butfo as that they muft go down to the Phtliftsms for fharpcning. Gr<x*rr com¬ 
pares the Devil tothefe PhiUfilms, blinding and blunting mens wits andun- 
dcrftandings, left the light of faving truth fhould lhiue unto them. Thefc 
Edge-tools therefore muft bee whetted by the ufe of holy Ordinances, and 
» Cor. 4- 4 muchfirengthput to, great pains taken, virtuubus carroborabitttr , ( fo tbc old 

Tranflauon hath it.) But when all is done, he muft needfly be obtuse achms 
which feeth not that wifdomc is profitable to dircift : that is, that (whether 
the iron be blunt or fharp, whetted or not whctced, more ftrengch added, or 
not added ) tis wifdome that rettifies all , or the benefit of reSUfyino is wifdome. 
There is none to that, as David faid of Galiab's (word.

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Verf! I I. Surely the Serpent will bite without enchantment ] It is for want of 
wifdome that the babbler, or tongue-matter ( as the Original hath it) is no¬ 
thing better, than the moft poyfonous ferpent: nay, in lomc refpecls, worfe; 

For one Serpent ltings not another, as back-biters doe their beft friends. And 
whereas Serpents may be charmed, or their poyfon kept from the vitals, con¬ 
tra Sycophant a rnorfum non efi remedium, as the Proverb bath it, there is no 
help to be had for the biting of a Sycophant : His tongue is full of deadly pay- 
fan, faith St. James. Again, Serpents ufually hiffe and give warning (though 3 
the Septuagint hcrercad "on in fibilo , the vulgar in flentio, in filence and with¬ 
out hiffing, for, witheut enchantment ) fo doth not the flanderer, and detraftor: 
he is a filent Serpent, and like the Doggs of Congo which bite, but bark not. Punb.fiig. 

And therefore, as all men hate a Serpent, and fly from the fight of it : fo will 
wife men fhun the fociety ot a flanderer. And as any one abhorres to be like 
to that old Serpent the Devil, fo let him efehew this evil.

(add his riches too) tfidurei b forever, Pfah 112.9. Whereas the wicked rich : 
manretaineth his tulrrds to roc with him*, hee feedeth upon earch like a Ser¬ 
pent, andftriverh like a Toad, to dye with much mould in his mouth j and 
is therefore bidden by St. James, toweepand howlfor the miferies that are com* 
ruing upon him, fothis cuffed hoard of evil gotten and worfe kept goods. The 
roctctinefs of his riches, the canker ofhiscafb, the moth of his garments fail 
Beeawituefi againfi him, and eat uf his fle(h as fire, James 5.1, 2,3. Hee 
{ball bet furc to bee arraigned asan arrant theef, as a curfed coufenet; for 
Mil. 1 . 14 thar, having a better tiling by hira, hee brings a worfe, and being a rich man, 
hee makes himfelf poor, left hee ftould do good to the poor. As Pope Alex¬ 
ander the fifth fard of hhnfelf, that when hee was a Bifhop, hee was rich, 
when a Cardinal, hee was poor, and when bee was Pope, hee was a begger. I 
fhould fboner have beleevcd him, it hee had {aid as his fucceffor Pius Quintus

This is preaching . t e 
Arc whereof plusoperishabet^uam oftentaticms (as Quintilian faith of the Art 
of Grammar ) is not a matter of (hew, but of fen ice: And to the ears of chat 
which St. Peter calls the hidden man of the heart, die plain fong alwaics makes

fti haretici funt , They are all manifeft Hcreticks. When any thing in Gregory 
or other Anticnts plcafeth them not, the Glofs upon that faith. Hoc non credo, 
or fees Palea upon it, or Hoc antiquum eft , and happened in tllo tempore. And 
Comeliw Msu, on Rom. 3. fpeaksoutthe fenfc of the whole rabble of them, 
Plus hni Poutifici crederem, quam mtlle Auguftmis, I would fooncr beleevc one 
Pope, thanathoufand Auguftines.

Throne of God, Rev. 14.

In Chrifts Garden, as there is no 
ground but what is fpecial good, let apart for the purpofe, fit lor him to fit 
and walk in tor his recreation, (My Well-Beloved hath his Orchard in a 
very fruitful hill, in a cornu-copia Country) fo it is furnifhed and filled with 
the choiceft fruits and flowers, plants ot renown, and pleafant trees, ycclding 
fruit according to their kind; and though all cannot bear Cinnamon and Bal- 
fam, yet (as in Spam there is faid to bee nihil infruEluofum, nihil fierile , no¬ 
thing barren or unfruitful, fo) all that are planted in the hottfe of the Lord 
do flourifh in the Courts of our God, they do fill brine forth fruit in old age, they 
are fat and flour ifhixg, Pfal.92. 13, 14. they are both aHuofi, and fruhuofi, 
2 Pet. 1.8. neither barren nor unfruitful in the knowledge of our Lord Je- 
fus Chrift. And indeed how can it bee otherwife with Gods Garden, when 
as hechimfclf keeps it, and wacercth it every moment, left any hurt it, hee 
keepeth it,night and day, lfa 27.3.

Of Galba the Empc' 
rour, as alfo of our Richard the third it is recorded, that they were bad men but good 
Princes : We cannot fay fo much of Zedtkjah : Two things he is chcifly charged 
with: 1. That he brake his oath and faith plighted to the King of Babylon, Ezck. 
17.16. a. That he bumbled not bimfelf before Jeremiah the Prophet fpeaking 
from the mouth of the Lord, 2 Chron. 36. 12,13. Hiihertohchad not:’but now 
in his diltrefle he feeketh to this Prophet: yea fendeth an Embaflage. King* 
care not for fouldiers (faid a great Commander; till their crowns hang c» the one fide 
of their heads. Sure it is, that fome of them flight Gods Minifters, till they can¬ 
not tell wbat to doe without them, as here. Kingdomes have their cares .: and 
Thrones their thornes. tAntigonus cried out of his diadem O vilis paimtu, O bafe 
rag, not worth taking up at a mans feet. Julian complained of his own unbappi- 
nefTe in being made Empcrour. ‘Dieclefian laid down the Empire as weary of it. 
Thirty of the ancient Kings of this our Land, faith Capgrave, refigned their crowns: 
fuch were their cares, croffes and emulations. Zedtkjah now could gladly have 
done as much. But fuh that might not be. He fendeth to Jeremiah, whom in hi* 
profpienty he had flighted; and (to gratifie his wicked Counfellours’) wrongfully 
imprifoned.

Gal.r.f. c.i 1. thefe chapters noc of an earthly building according to the letter, but of an heavenly, 
and in a myftical fenfe. And John the Divine fo interpreceth this Scripture, Rev. 
at- & 22. vi*. of the heavenly Jtruftlem, that mother of us all. Ic is ordinary 
with the Prophets to fpeak figuratively of the amplitude, fplcndour, and magnifi¬ 
cence of the Chriftian Church : as I/a. 54. 11,12. 1 Will laj tbj (tones with fair 
colours, and lay thj foundation with Sapphires, &c. that is, I will eredl and raife my 
Church and Temple among the Gentiles, and adorn and deck it witbluftre and va¬ 
riety of precious graces. Divines obferve, that God here fheweth Ex.tkitl a new 
Temple bigger then the old Jerufaltm, and a new Jerufaltm bigger then all the land 
of Canaan : (yea according to the account of fome learned Rob hints) bigger then 
all the world ; for chap. 48. 35 ■ it was round about tighten thoafand meafures, i. e. 
Uncos fay they. Now in opening of this Prophecy, it mnft not be expc&ed that 
fometbing ihould be laid to every verfe, aselfewhere bath been done: and yet we 
muft know that there is nothing in holy Scripture that is not ufeful and profitable, 

2 Tim. 3. 16. though at firft fight it may feemotherwise. Metals lyc hid in bard- 
elf quarries: wbolefomc herbei are found oft in rougheft places, and precious ftones 
in barren fands. Hippocrates faith that in the faculty of Phyfick there is nothing 
'Sir pn-.;? fmall, nothing contemptible. Ariftot/e faith in all nature nothing is fo mean, vile, 
t/ii- Kst-m. an( j a bj c< ^ j that deferveth not to be admired.

In 
the beginning of cbistook .thefpirie carried hitn into the plain of Sbinar, there to 
fee a vifioti, purporting the deftrudtion of the material Temple. Here, toward the 
clofe of it, he is by the fame hand carrycd to ftrufaltm to fee a myftical Temple fei 
up in the ftead thereof, far more lately.

They know that intemperance was the mother of many mifebiefs, aa in Adam, 
Efan, tbe r.ch glutton, &c% Thai’s a memorable ftory that is recorded by H'illiam 
Scbhkard concerning eleven Jew dodors, whom the Heathen Kiagnf Psrgastdy ha- 
ichlcksrd. ving in his power, put them to this hard choice, cither to cat Iwines-flcfh, or to 
Jus r eg. Hebr. w j ne that had been confecrated to idols, or to lie with certain harlots. They 
c- i- p • »4 9- c hofe rather to drink the wine then to do either of the other two. But when they 
had drunk wine liberally, they were eafily drawn to do the other two things alfo. 
Any one of thefe five reafotts bad been of force enough to prevail with Daniel and 
the other three to forbear.

Nature is contented with a little, Grace with 
leffe. The fobriety of Democritus and Demoflhtnes is much celebrated among the ^rr-usnoc. 
Heathen. But what faith Aujlin ? Omnis vita infidelium peccatum eft, dr nihil bo- 
num fine furrsmo Bono- Whatsoever is not of faith is fin, &c. Daniel's fobriety 
was of another nature, of a better alloy. Papifts crack much of their abftincnce 
from certain meats and drink9 at certain tiroes. But Daniel's and Papifts Falls agree 
as harp and harrow. See my Common-place of Abflinenct.

Nevercheleffe Nebuchadnezzar (hewed more ingenuity then our ftiff un- 
perfwadable Rcfra&aries, and cfpecially then the perverfe Jefuites, of whom it is 
noted, that they are fo crofs-grained and quarrelfotn that they had rather yaerore 
then credere, Hart queftions then believe truth; and pertinaciouUy difputc, thtnreft 
in tbe plained interpretations. 

V<r. 48. ’thtn the King made Daniil agrtatwan~\ This was, faith Broughton, 
about two vears afore tbe Captivity of Jtchenias (when the good figs were to be 
brought to Bailor. : ) an encouragement for the faithful to go willingly; theirown 
Nobles being fo advanced in that Court. 

And gave him many great gift j ] This, Torphyrj (that Atbcift) fnarleth at; viz; 
thatfZWr/received tbefe rewards and honours. But why might be nor, fuh tbegifes 
he could beftow upon the poor Captives bis fellow brethren? and the honours he 
could alfo improve to their benefit; himfclf did neither ambieionfly feekthem, nor 
wai vainly puffed up by them. A noble pair of like Englilh fpirics we have lately 
hadamongftus, D. Vjjier and D. Prtfton, Contemporaries and intimate friends 
to one another. The former, whenbe was confecratcd B'Jhop of CUfeaih in Ira . 
land, had this Anagram of bis name given him, James CMeath, l am the fame, 
Tbe latter when he might have cbofen bis own mitre, but denied all preferment that 
courted his acceptance, had this Anagram made of him, Johanna Prtftcmtu, En

Becaufe this 
was long fincc foretold of him, JJa.14.14. that, Lueiftrlikf, he fhould take upon 
him as a god : which becaufe he did, he was worthily turned a grazing amongft 
bcslts, chap. 4. Mean-while, take notice hereof theinconftint and mutabledifpo- 
luion of th s proud Prince, as to matter of Religion. Vtlox oblivio tfl voritatss 
ia.th Httrom, tbe truth is foon forgotten: Nebuchadnezzr (who fo lately bad wor- 
Ihipped a fervant of God as a god, and not being fnffered todofo, declared fos 
the one only true God, and advanced bis fervants to places of greateft preferment ) 
,s " ow f eft , ,n S u P idolatry in defpite of God; and cruelly catting into tbe fire tbofe 
whom he bad fo exalted, becaufe they diffented. Daniel, its likely witbftoodthis 
ungodly enrerpnze fo far as he might, and left tbe reft to God. 
whofe height Via* threfcore cubits ] Tbe ordinary cubic is a foot and balf.- but tbe 
... 1 - Babylonian 
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Babylonian cubit faith Herodotus, was three fingers greater then the common cubit: 
fo that this image might be Sixty feven ordinary mbits high. Tbe Rhodian Cole ffe PIIn - » 
was yet bigger then this: for it wasFourfcore cubits high, made of braffe in the c ' 7 ’ 
form of a man, Handing with his two legs ftriding over an haven; under which. 

Ships with their (ails and mails might paffe. The litcle finger of it was as big as an 
ordinary man, being the work of twelve years, made by Charos of Lindam, and 
worthily reckoned for one of the worlds feven wonders. It was afterwards fold to movli' 
a Jew, who loaded 900 Camels with the braffe of it: for it bad beenthrowndown m ‘ ‘ ‘ 
by an earthquake. This image of Ntbachadnszz.tr was thus great, to affeft the 
people with wonderment (fothey wondered after the btafl. Rev. 13 -3.) and thus 
glorious (guilded ac leaft, if not offolid gold) to perftringe their fenfes, and with 
exqaifite Mufick to draw their affcfiions. The Papacy is in like .fort an alinring, 
tempting, bewitching religion. Httrom cornparcth herefy to thii golden image: 

Ireneus worldly felicity, which the devil enticetb men to admire and adore.
